Dear Editor: 

Knowing that you probably are hearing and 
reading some criticisms about our industry's 
labor practices, I thought I should contact you 
directly to explain the facts behind those 
sensationalized reports. 

Last month, Palm Beach Circuit Judge Lucy 
Brown made a mind-boggling ruling in which 
she decìared that West Indian sugarcane cutters 
had been shorted millions of dollars in wages 
due them. Naturally, we are appealing her 
ruling and fully expect that the appeal will 
succeed. However, as responsible members of 
the business community, it hurts us to think 
that our colleagues and neighbors might believe 
in the interim that we have been “cheating” or 
“exploiting” our employees. 

Here are the facts: Guest worker cane cutters 
are guaranteed a minimum hourly rate of more 
than $5.30 per hour and actually earn an 
average of nearly $7 per hour. No one has ever 
claimed that the workers were paid by the ton. 
Their contract specifies a minimum hourly wage 
and allows the opportunity to make more per 
hour in the higher yielding fields. 

In a suit brought by advocacy lawyers, Judge 
Brown ignored the actual labor contract. In fact, 
no evidence. was offered to suggest that the 
contract was violated. Rather, Judge Brown 
ruled, without hearing evidence in the case, that

the contract is not what counts. 

She based her ruling on the job descriptign 
used by the Florida employment service to 
advertise the work domestically in order to 
certify the need to ‘import guest workers. That 
description was intended only to show the level 
of difficulty of the work. It is not a contract. The 
specific language she cited was, in fact, written 
and required by the U.S, Department of Labor 
over the objections of the sugar industry. 

We in the sugar industry are shocked by the 
judge's interpretation. More, we are saddened by 
the impact of this ruling on our reputations and 
on the guest worker program itself. As a result 
of this ruling, the process of mechanizing the 
harvest has been speeded up. The regrettable 
consequence of that speed-up will be higher 
unemployment in rural Jamaica, however cane 
cutters earn only $3 per day. 

I thank you for taking the time to read this 
update. We know that as business people you 
understand that early reports sometimes are 
very misleading. If you have any questions, 
please don't hesitate to give me a call.

Exotic animals escaped 


during Andrew's winds | 


Hurricane Andrew's wrath 
took a bizarre twist when the 
storm destroyed or damaged 
Miami's exotic animal facilities 
and liberated an undetermined 
number of exotic wild animals. 

The Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission has dis- 
patched four wildlife inspectors 
to evaluate the scope of the 
problem and to firm up a plan 
for regaining control of the 
escaped animals. Wildlife 
inspectors are specialized 
wildlife officers with degrees in 
biological sciences and special 
skills in identifying and 
handling non-native animals. 

Officials have determined 
that escaped animals include 
monkeys, baboons, reptiles, 
amphibians and birds. The 
escape of venomous reptiles 
has not been confirmed, 
although that possibility exists. 


While the exact number of 
escaped exotics which survived 
the storm is unknown, 
thousands are missing from 
their enclosures. There were 
approximately 215 wildlife 
dealers operating in the 
affected area.} . 

Maj. Lyle Hill, who is 
coordinating the Commission's- 
efforts to regain control of the 
animals, said there is no truth 
to the rumors that some of 
300 monkeys that escaped froi 
the University of Miami's 
Perrine laboratory were 
infected with the HIV virus. 

However, monkeys are 
dangerous, aside from their 
disease potential. Monkeys are 
expected to begin foraging for 
food in troops‘and could get 
into confrontations with people 
or pets. Frightened monkeys 
can be ferocious fighters. 


Commission officers are 
working closely with owners of 
exotic animal businesses to 
recapture their stock. The 
dealers now have capture 
crews working-to recover their 
animals. Because of the 
magnitude of-the problem, it 
will he some time before the 
animals can be found and 
captured. ny may survive, 
and compromise the fragile 
south Florida ecosystem. 

Meanwhile, officials urge 
anyone ‘who spots free 
roaming exotie animals to 
contact local animal control 
units or the Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission. Hill _ 
urges the public to refrain from 
touching or attempting to 
capture’ any exotic animals 
themselves.

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Two Florida panther 
kittens found and doing 
well in captivity - 


Two Florida panther kittens, 
just eleven days old, were 
taken from the wild by 
researchers Thursday and will 
reside at the Jacksonville Zoo. 

The kittens - - one male and 
one female - - eventually will 
take part in the captive 
breeding efforts to save the 
Florida panther from the threat 
of extinction. Zoo officials are 
keeping the kittens in 
incubators, and report that 
both seem to be in good health 
and already have gained some 
weight since their capture. 

Panther No. 23 is the mother 
of the two kittens. She was 
born in the Everglades 
National Park. Researchers 
said she was separated from 
her mother when she was a 
kitten. After an unsuccessful 
attempt to reunite No. 23 with 
her mother, she was kept in 
captivity until she was old 
enough to be released and 
survive on her own. 

Although No. 23 was released 
back into the Everglades 
National Park, she relocated to 
the adjacent Big Cypress 
National Preserve during her 
first year of release, where she 
has remained. No. 23 has been 
monitored by scientists from 
the Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission, U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, National 
Park Service and Florida 
Department of Natural 
Resources since. she was 
returned to the wild a couple of 
years ago.

that No. 23 was returning to 
the same site almost daily for 
over a week. That kind of 
pattern is a female panther 
generally indicates the cat may 
have borne a litter. Also, No. 23 
had been tracked in the 
company of male panther No. 
42 three months ago. 

Since No. 23 wears a radio 
collar that enables researchers 
to, pinpoint her location, 
scientists were able to move in 
and remove the kittens after 
the adult cat left her den 
around 4 p.m. Thursday. 
National Park Service 
Biologists Deborah Jansen 
worked with Commission 
officials Dave Maehr, Jay Roof, 
Dr. Carolyn Glass and Pauline 
Nol in finding and capturing 
the kittens. 

The mother cat will not 
grieve for the kittens. In fact, 
the adult females typically 
mate again a month or two 
after they lose their newborn 
kittens, so removal of No. 23's 
kittens will ultimately serve to 
increase the overall population 
of the highly endangered 
Florida panther, known to 
scientists as Felis concolor

Researchers removed one 
other newborn kitten from the 
wild last spring. That animal is 
doing well at Tampa's Lowry 
Park Zoo.
